Caron, who wrote (a). in Defence of Loyalty to 
the King, againſt the rebellious .

that Matter. If Men are found fathering Do- 

ctrines upon their Adverſaries, which they abhor 
as much or more than they, will any Man in his 


Wits believe ſuch an Imputation coming from 


thoſe Men? But, not only the Inſincerity of the 
Perſons, but the Deceit of the Method itſelf, 
ought to make us cautious: For, if any particular 
Doctrine were taught by ſome of our Divines, it 


doth not follow that it is a Part of the Proteſtant 


Religion: If a Perſon be of any particular Opi- 
nion, he ought not to lay ſuch a Streſs upon it, as 
to make it Part of his Religion, for that conſiſts 
in a few plain Articles, and if the other be 
overthrown, as long as theſe remain, the Religion 


remains intire. 


I mention this, becauſe I. have ſome Experi- 


ence, that the Gentlemen do not miſrepreſent our 


Doctrines, only to make the World have an ill 
Opinion of them, but to get Advantage of en- 
gaging with thoſe, who hold ſome particular ill- 
grounded Opinion, that, having refuted it, they 

may ſeem to have triumphed over a Protgſtant 
Principle. And this Advantage is too often given 


them by unwary Men, who, preſuming on their 


own Abilities, chuſe rather to defend ſome pri- 
vate Sentiment than the common Articles of our 
Faith. An ill Cauſe will not admit of a ſound 


Pefence, and therefore it is no hard Taſk to o- 
verthrow unwarrantable Poſitions ; which ſhould 


make thoſe who deal with them uſe more care;
